Asparagus —Prepare ground by deep plowing or 
spading. Set plants twelve to eighteen inches each 
way, three inches deep, with roots well spread out. 
Every fall mulch the bed with well-rotted manure, 
ashes and salt. During the growing season dust the 
foliage with a mixture of 85% Sulphur and 15% 
Arsenate of Lead. 

Rhubarb—Prepare ground as for asparagus. Set 
plants with crown or eye two inches under ground. 


Dey Plant two to three feet apart each way. Mulch in winter. 

Valentine Give clean cultivation the same as for any other crop. 

All-Red Horseradish —Thrives best in deep moist fertile soils. Set the 
Bron roots 12 to 15 inches apart either horizontally or upright and in 

Rhubarb furrows 3 to 319 feet apart. Clean cultivation and the roots are 

ready to dig in the Fall.

Everbearing Strawberries 


Everbearing Strawberries should not be 
grown like the standard June bearing varieties 
but according to a brand new method which 
allow them to produce large crops of big clean 
berries over a long period of time. 

Here is how you do it: 

1. Set the plants in early spring in a 4-row 
bed; each row 1 foot apart and plants 1 foot 
apart in the row. 

2. All runners are removed as soon as they 
appear. 

3. Hoe and cultivate the soil thoroughly for the 
first 3 weeks after planting. 

4. Then cover the entire area with a layer of 

sawdust mulch one and one-half inches 

thick. 

. Later, weeds should be pulled and not hoed 

so as not to destroy the mulch. 

. Apply some fertilizer high in Nitrogen—on 

the sawdust and between the rows. 

; Hemove blossoms as they appear until mid- 
uly. 

. A winter mulch of clean straw is used the 

same as other strawberries. 

. Both Red Rich and Streamliner are ideal 

varieties for this system. 

10. Because of its large plant and heavy foliage, 
Red Rich may be grown in a single row— 
with sawdust mulch—and use as an edging 
plant for your walk or garden.

Soil: Any good fertile well-drained soil will grow Strawberries. Be sure it has been under 
cultivation one full year before planting strawberries to avoid injury from grubs. 


_Planting: Set the plants 18 inches apart in 3 foot rows. Water the plants when setting. Addi- 
tional watering is desirable during extreme dry periods of the summer. Side dress the rows with 
B eooe puirogen fertilizer, or rich well decomposed manure. Keep the soil well hoed and cultivated 

e first summer. 


Mulching: When the ground freezes solid in the fall, apply a mulch of several inches of clean 
straw over top of the rows. Pull this mulch off the pans very early in the spring before growth 
starts, leaving it between the rows to keep the berries clean. Make another application of 
fertilizer at this time. Renew your strawberry bed after not more than two fruiting seasons.

Raspberry Growing 


1. Plant dependable disease-free stock and 
maintain proper isolation from other diseased or 
wild plants. 


2. When setting out black raspberry tip plants 
always cut off the old stem (or “handle”’) as 
growth will come from the crown of the plant. 


3. It is generally recommended that red and 
black Raspberries should not be grown within at 
least 20 rods of each other. 


4. Any plant showing any symptoms of disease 
should be promptly removed and burned. 


5. All Raspberry plants should be set very 
early in the spring. Better have us reserve your 
planting stock now and we will send to you at 
proper season. 


‘6. All Raspberry plants are benefited by liberal 
applications of manure, Sulphate of Ammonia 
or other Nitrogen fertilizer applied as a side 
dressing each spring throughout the life of the 
planting. 


7. To control Anthracnose use Dry Lime Sul- 
phur 12 pours to 50 gallons water. optay. each 
spring while still dormant on buds just beginning 
to show green. This should be followed with 
Fermate, either liquid spray or dust, for several 
applications at two-week intervals.

NEW SEPTEMBER EVERBEARING 


Cultural Suggestions for the 
Red Raspberries 


1. Prune fruiting canes back approximately 
one-fourth of their total length during late 
winter. Thin out weaker sprouts, leaving 
strong fruiting canes 6 to 8 inches apart in 
the “hedgerow.” Be sure to take out old fruit- 
ing canes after harvest. 

2. Dust foliage with sulphur to control leaf 
spot. 

3. Cultivate thoroughly or mulch to retain 
moisture and keep weeds down. Check 
growth during August to mature wood that it 
may escape winter injury.

All Raspberries prefer a good well drained 
loam soil high in fertility and the best fruits are 
produced only when plenty of fertilizer, high in 
Nitrogen, is supplied. Plant early in the spring 
just as soon as you would plant your early onions 
in the garden. Here in central Ohio this is the 
first of April. Prepare the ground carefully and 
in planting be sure to firm the earth well around 
the roots with loose soil over the growing buds, 
so that the plant sets just a little deeper than it

Cut the old woody canes 
off at the surface of the ground. The average 
planting distance for all Raspberries is 3 feet 
apart in 6-foot rows. Do not permit the soil to 
bake or crust around the plants at any time. A 
mulch of good clean straw is desirable to hold a 
good even supply of moisture. 

All Raspberries thrive best in loose, well- 
drained loam soils which contain an abundance 
of humus. Old Bluegrass and Alfalfa sods, if 
plowed under a full year in advance of berry 
planting, provide an ideal soil condition.

Bearing of Fruit Trees 


1. Plant well-grown trees from a reputable 
nurseryman. 

2. Avoid planting in poorly-drained soils. No 
fruit trees will tolerate ‘‘Wet Feet.” Usually up- 
land clay, sand or gravely loams are preferable 
to the so-called black and lowland types of soil. 


3. Set out varieties adapted to your section of 
the country. In most cases we have indicated the 
limitation of certain varieties which are not 
widely adapted. 

4, Use an abundance of peat moss mixed with 
the soil when planting in well-drained soils. 

5. Select varieties which normally come into 
bearing at an early age such as Wealthy Apples, 
Hale Haven Peaches, Stanley Plums, and Oka 
Cherries, etc. 

6. Most fruit trees require several varieties 
planted together for proper pollenization. This 
will insure heavier fruiting. 

7. For the first three or four years stimulate 
tree growth as much as possible with good cul- 
tural methods and the use of nitrogen fertilizers 
in very early Spring (cease cultivation, etc., in 
late July so trees will mature growth well before 
winter.) 

8. At this stage it may be well to slow up the 
tree growth for a few years in order to throw it 
into fruit production. This restricted growth is 
the reason dwarf fruit trees come into bearing 
before the standard kinds. 

9. Keep your trees healthy with timely sprays 
(see our “Successful Planting” booklet for spray 
schedules.)
